Commissioner For Manitoba Advises 
Against Selling at a Sacrifice 

“Do not sell livestock unftitted for 
the market,” says W. W. Fraser, Live- 
stock Commissioner for Manitoba. 
“While many of our farmers have 
been selling their flesh-producing live 
stock at sacrifice prices,” he says, “it 
is grati ying to know that there are a 
number refusing to do so, stating that 
they will keep them and finish them 
either for the spring market or for 
‘early grass beef. The breeding stock 
they are wisely keeping, realizing that 
they cannot afford to do without them , 
if they. would sueceed in keeping 
their farm productive and in making 
money out of them. It is hoped that 
creditors will cooperate with the far- 
{mer to this end to a much greater ex- 
tent than heretofore. We fully real- 
ize the scarcity of feed in some cases, 
|but additional feed can be purchased 
‘at a rate very much reduced from that 
prevaiing a year ago. For example, 
re-cleaned screnings, which make ex- 
cellent feed when ground, can be pur: 


chased at present at Fort William 
from $7.50 to $8.00 per ton, The

Stone Church Fleet Moved 


Engineering Feat Was Accomplished | 
In Two Days 

An unusual engineering feat, 
cribed and illustrated in Popular Me- 
chanics for December, was accomplish- | 
ed in Buffalo, N.Y., when the entire | 
front of a large stone church, the 
Central Presbyterian, was “sliced” off 
and moved forward 30 ft., to the side-

in its wake, until now it is generally

Canadian West, a situation attested by
